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Jeweler ‘never wanted to retire’

AUBURN — On the day Owen 
Eckert died, he went to work in 
downtown Auburn, just as he had 
done countless times since 1944, 

The 81-year-old had been slowing 
down for some time, but even with 
heart problems, he still found time to 
work at his jewelry shop. He told his 
wife, “I’m too young to retire.” 

Mr. Eckert died Nov. 5, 2008, of 
cardiac arrest. 

“He loved his work,” said Eckert’s 
wife of 58 years, Carma-Jean. “He 
never wanted to retire.” 

‘He loved to visit with his 
customers,” she added. “A lot of them 
had been with him for a long, long 
time, and he was always eager to visit 
with people, whether they were old 
customers or new customers.” 

Mrs. Eckert said her husband felt 
especially compassionate toward his 
elderly customers, who could barely 
pay for food and medicine. 

“He would cut the price to nearly 
nothing to fix watches,” she said, 
sometimes even doing the work for 
free. 

“He was very, very friendly and 
outgoing, and liked people in 
general,’ Mrs. Eckert added. 

Owen Eckert began working for 
C.W. Creasy Jewelry in downtown 
Auburn in November 1944, and 
except for serving in the European 
Theater of World War II for a little 
over a year, he had been working in 
downtown Auburn ever since. He 
bought Creasy’s store, in the back of 
the Auburn State Bank, and renamed

it Eckert’s Jewelry in 1956. He 
moved it to 110 N. Main St. in 1958. 

Mr. Eckert especially loved 
working with watches and clocks, 
Carma-Jean Eckert said. He took 
great pride in working on the Hahl 
pneumatic clock in the DeKalb 
County Courthouse. 

“He had been taking care of it for 
a long, long time, and then he had a 
heart attack and was sick and wasn’t 
able to care for it,’ Mrs. Eckert 
explained. “He was so upset when he 
went back, because it was all messed 
up. He was very, very upset about 
that.” 


After that, Mr. Eckert found 
another jeweler to take under his 
wing and teach about the clock. 

“The other jeweler, he did the 
work and Owen was the brains, and 
told him what to do and how to do 
it,’ Carma-Jean Eckert said. “They 
worked together on it this last time, 
and he felt very secure turning it over 
to him.” 

But Mr. Eckert was more than just 
a jeweler. He was a farmer, and spent 
35 years working the land and raising 
cattle at the farm near Waterloo. 

“Farming relaxed him,” Carma: 
Jean Eckert said. 

Eventually, his health concerns 
forced Eckert to replace farming with — 
tending a garden and raising cattle to 
rescuing dogs, but the Eckerts 
continued to enjoy life on their farm. 

More than anything, Eckert was a 
family man, his wife said. 

“He was an excellent husband. He 
loved his family, and he was very 


_ thoughtful and caring,” she said. “He | 


loved to cook and was a very good, 
very excellent cook, especially 
preparing meats and things like that 
for the holidays.” 

In addition to his wife, Mr. Eckert 
is survived by two sons and 
daughters-in-law, Dennis and Laura 
Eckert and Dalen and Debra Eckert; a 
grandson and his wife, Justin and 
Rachel Marie Eckert; a 
granddaughter, Rachel Nicole Eckert;

Bill Rivers helped make big nae at eae House

AUBURN — His name was Bill, 
and he was an alcoholic. 

Bill Rivers soberéd up 23 years 
ago, on Christmas Eve, but the label 
of alcoholism stayed with him 
forever. He never denied his disease 
or that he always would be 
recovering from it, 

He fought his disease with strong 
cups of coffee, by helping others who 
were like him and therapeutically 
talking about the 12-step program * 
with friends and family. 

Bill died “clean and sober” on 
Thanksgiving Day 2008 after a bricf, 
but aggressive battle with lung 
cancer, He was 66. 

His friends say he was proof that 
someone could overcome alcoholism. 
Bill studied engineering at Tri- 

State University and later joined the 
U.S. Navy. One of his favorite jobs 
while in the Navy was making flight 
simulators for helicopters at Travis 
Air Force Base in California. He also 
spent time in the Carolinas and 
Fairfield, Calif. 

WhijJe in California he got married 
and had two children, Gina and Bill. 
His marriage fell apart. Later, in the 
mid-1 980s, when Bill was 42, he 
started attending Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings.

GARRETT — Bruce Custer never 
got to see photographs ‘he posed for 
on his Harley Davidson motorcycle 
more than a year ago. 

But family and friends were 
stunned with photographer Rod 
Walker's talent for capturing Custer’s 
spirit while viewing the photo series 
at the funeral home. Bruce Custer 
died unexpectedly Jan. 12 of an 
apparent heart attack while at work at 
Custer Grain Co, of Garrett. 

Walker and Custer rode their 
motorcycles together in the past and 
Walker had done some mechanical 
work on Custer’s Harley, as well. 

“I was looking for something 
different to display in our (photog- 
raphy business) window, such as cars 
and motorcycles,” Walker said. 
“Bruce traditionally looked like an 
old school-biker. He has that look.” 

They arranged to meet for a photo 
shoot about sunset near Waterloo. 
One setting shows Custer sitting 
backwards on his Harley situated on a 
double yellow line on Co. Rd. 23. 

“It’s sad he never got to see the 
pictures, | never got around to 
showing him,’ Walker said. “You 
don’t think he’s not going to be 
around,” 

Walker put a slide show together 
of the photo collection and contacted 
the funeral home to see if they could 
use them for the service, 

The suddenness of Custer’s death 
left the family unprepared. Walker’s 
collection was added to family 
albums also on display. 

Brian Custer walked into the 
funeral home to see the bigger-than- 
life photos of his brother, accompa- 
nied by Lynyrd Skynyrd’s song,“Free 
Bird” 

“T didn’t know about (the photos),” 
Brian said. “It blew me away.” 

“Everything: happens for a reason. 
Ihave-to believe theréWas.a reason 
for it to happeit this way,” Walker 
said. People phoned him later to say 
they were moved by the photos. 

One of Bruce’s uncles was so 
moved by the photos, he told Brian 
he had to leave the room. “He said it 
was ‘too much.’ (The photos) were so 
timely. Thank God (Walker) has 
those,” Brian said. 

Bruce Custer’s lifetime love of 
Harleys, cars and trucks was no 
secret. 

His 1968 Coronet RT equipped 
with a hemi engine is still a legend in 
Garrett. 

“He beat the crap out of that car,” 
said his son, Shane. “He would 
torture cars.”

Custer Grain not yet founded 
when Bruce graduated from Garrett 
High School in the ‘60s. 

He began work at Auburn Gear 
and then for the B&O Railroad. 
When Custer Grain began operation, 
he joined the family business as its 
main truck driver, hauling grain to 
Ohio every week. 

Bruce soon began modifying the 
semi tractor for speed and power. 

“He had a truck the other guys 
could not beat. They said they never 
saw the front of Bruce’s truck, always 
the back,” Brian said. 

Bruce’s citizen’s band handle was 
BK. It stood for Boss’ Kid. 

“Not too many of the other drivers 
were the son of the company’s owner. 
Bruce loved the name. It was lettered 
on the truck,” Brian said. 

Back trouble caused Bruce to step 
down from the long distance runs and 
he later spent most of his time driving 
the ag truck. 

“He fost contact with those people 
for a number of years,” Brian said. 
But many came from long distances: 
to pay their respects at Bruge’s - 
funeral, “He, was well-knownaround |. 
the area and he made a million 
friends,” Brian said. 

Bruce was extremely proud of his 
son Shane who worked as a test 
engineer for Harley Davidson in 
Lincoln, Ala, 

“It seemed like destiny for Shane 
to work for a company that held so 
much importance to his father,” Brian 
said, 

Shane returned to Indiana to be 
with his family following the death of 
his mother, Diana. 

“He always thought of the other 
guy,” Shane said of his father, “He 
was the most trusting guy you ever 
met. He thought everybody was a 
nice person.” 
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Brian’s wile, Holly, echoed the 
sentiment. 

“He was a good and dedicated. 
You could always count on him,” she 
said. 

She recounted Bruce’s determina- 
tion to drive her brother, Harris 
“Punk” Hoelfel Jr. and Paul Post of 
Auburn to their dialysis appointments 
in Fort Wayne during the blizzard of 
1978. 

“He had a black truck with high 
tires. There was not question — he 
just did it,” she said. 

Bruce’s determination to make the 
run through the heavy snow might not 
have been just for humanitarian 
reasons, but also for the challenge, 
she laughed. 

“Dad always tried to do stuff for 
the family,” Shane said. 

Bruce enjoyed helping Brian with 
his drag racing truck. When a last- 
minute transmission leak threatened 
Brian’s ability to run in a race, Bruce 
left in the middle of the night to pick 
up parts at a Michigan auto parts 
store, forfeiting a day’s wages in the 
iprocess;: Pe oe eae : 

.The, past few years. had been, ; sx 
unhappy ones in some ways, but 
Bruce was returning to activities that 
brought him pleasure. He recently 
purchased a dilapidated semi tractor 
and reworked it with a big motor, 
according to Brian. 

“He was going retro to what he did 
in the 1970s,” Brian said. “He was 
really excited to kind of go back to 
where he was in those years — to go 
where he started. It was fun for him, 
a place that made him happy.” 

That spirit was conveyed in 
Walker’s photos at the funeral home. 

“We love and miss him very 
much,” Shane said. “I hope he has 
found a place that brings him 
happiness.”

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Champion of the underdog 


The Rev. Sidney Short of Auburn stood up for justice

AUBURN — The Rev. Sidney A. 
Short retired to Auburn in 1993. His 
16 years in his new home must have 
seemed tame, compared to his 42- 
year career as a pastor 
in Michigan. 

Short, who died 
Jan. 16 at the age of 
80, was used to 
making waves in his 
congregations and 
communities. 

He started early in 
his career, some 50 
years ago, when he 
shared a pulpit with 
the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. in 
Battle Creek’s First 
Methodist Church. 

The city’s largest 
black church could 
not hold the crowd 
expected to turn out for King, so 
Short’s church offered to play host to 
the civil rights leader, said Short’s 
son, Matt Short of Auburn. 

“The church was jammed. They 
had people standing in the basement, 
even,” the Rev. Short’s wife, Alice, 
recalled. 

The Rev. Short and King also 
dined together that night. 

“IT was most proud of him because 
he was very much a champion of 
civil rights?’ Matt Short said of his 
father. 

A few years later in the 1960s, 
Short was pastoring a church in 
predominantly white St. Joseph, 
Mich. When he set up a shared Bible 
school with a black church in 
neighboring Benton Harbor, some 
people threatened to leave Short’s 
congregation. 

“He never backed down from 
anyone,” his son recalled. “He said, 
“You can’t back down from doing the 
right thing, even if it’s unpopular.”

Short’s last assignment took him 
to the 1,600-member Central United 
Methodist Church in Lansing, Mich., 
across the street from the state 
capitol building. He opened its doors 
to allow homeless people to sleep 

=m inside, started a food 
bank and clothing. 
ministry and recruited 
black intern pastors. 

“In that church in 
Lansing, we had 
CEOs and street 
people, and they were 
all welcome,” Matt 
Short remembered. 

The Rev. Short and 
his wife housed 125 
refugees in their 
frome, up to a dozen 
at a time, for short 
terms until they could 
find living quarters. 
They came from 
Vietnam, Cambodia, 
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‘Laos and Poland. 


“T learned how to cook rice,” Mrs. 
Short said. 

Matt Short met his wife, Nhien, 
while her Vietnamese refugee family 
was staying with his parents. 

The Shorts took in refugees 
through Catholic Social Services. The 
agency honored the Shorts as its 
family of the year in Lansing. 

“People thought that was really 
funny, with him being a Methodist 
minister. He said, ‘We’re all on the 
same team,’ Matt Short said. 

The Rev. Short entered college at 
age 16 and graduate school at 19, 

“He wanted to be a minister when 
he was a little kid. That’s all he 
wanted to be,” his son said. 

Growing up in Detroit fueled the 
Rey. Short’s sense of social justice. 
But he enjoyed small-town life on 
some of his pastoral assignments and 
during his retirement in Auburn, his 
son said. 

The Shorts moved to Auburn to be

As a retired pastor, Short 
frequently preached in United 
Methodist churches at Hamilton and 
at Norris Chapel and Maple Grove in 
rural DeKalb County. 

‘Local congregations learned he 


had a spirited sense of humor. In his 


office as a pastor, he displayed a 
painting of Jesus that portrayed 
Christ laughing, Matt Short said. “If 
He doesn’t have a sense of humor, 
we’re all in trouble,’ the Rev. Short: 
would say. 

“He loved Auburn,” his son said. © 
“He liked walking down to Peck’s | 
barber shop and getting a haircut and 
going over to talk to Owen Eckert,” a 
local jeweler who died last year. 

Short joined the Auburn Lions 
Club and attended Auburn First 
United Methodist Church, where he 
met a fellow retired pastor, the Rev. J. 
Wilbur Yates. 

Short was “a man of strong 
convictions,” Yates said, with “a deep 
dedication to the church and its 
traditions.” 

Short helped lead one of the most 
successful financial campaigns at the 
Auburn church, Yates said. — 

“He was a very enthusiastic man,” 
Matt Short said of his father. “He was 
kind of a guy they sent in when a 
church was broken — to fix it. He. 
could really rally enthusiasm.”

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Robbins ‘was such a miracle’

GARRETT — The first piece of 
net cut down following the Garrett 
High School girls’ regional basketball 
victory Feb. 21 was in BOnOE of Tae 
Robbins. 

Coach Dan Feagler told te 
parents, Gary and Deb Robbins, that 
Tae was there for the girls’ first 
regional title, and the team and 
coaches thought it was only fitting 
that the former team manager should 
be a part of this year’s victory. 

Text messages flew from phone- | 
to-phone in the Elkhart North 
gymnasium earlier that day, telling 
friends of Tae Robbins’ unexpected 
death at the age of 28. : 

Known to many as “Taebug,” she 
was born with cerebro costo 
mandibular syndrome. 

_ “She was such a miracle,” her 
mother said. Doctors told her Tae 
should not have been able to live with 
all her disabilities. She still did. 

“There was no real explanation 
how she should be alive. We were 
always told she would not walk, she 
would not talk. She did everything. 
She proved so many pepple wrong.” 
Robbins said. 

-Tae’s parents didn't try to stop her 
from trying to live a normal life. 

“We never allowed her not to-try. 
We never said ‘no.’ If things got 
difficult, we would tell her get 
through it or go around it. It wasn’t a 
gimme,” Deb Robbins said. “We got 
a lot of flack from outside the family 
that we did not baby her. I don’t feel 
she would have lived as long as she 
did, if we had.” 

Robbins was struck by the uniter 
of barriers her daughter broke with 
classmates and the community during 
her lifetime. 

She was accepted the way she 
was, and people looked past her 
disabilities. “Her friends treated her 
like any other friend, It was never 
‘Oh, poor Tae,” her mother said. 

Classmate Arin Smith Grissam got 
to know Tae for the first time in band 
class when they were freshmen at 
Garrett. 

“When you first meet her, it’s 
of intimidating,” Grissam said of 
Tae’s disabilities. “The second she 
started talking, : she took me by 
surprise. She ‘was one of the most 
intelligent people [ ever met.” 

Grissam recalls attending a percus- 
sion band camp with Tae and the 
looks they recieved from other youth 
at the camp. 

“Nobody knew us, and they just 
stared at Tae,’ Grissam said. “Tt must 
have been hard for Tae to deal with. 
But it didn’t seem to bug her at all. 
She let it roll. That seemed pretty 
impressive.” 

Tae’s small stature did not take 
away from the strength she showed. 
Friends and family learned not to 
show sympathy or concern for Tae’s 
condition.

“Tae was always in pain, but she 
would never tell you,” Grissam said. 
“Tf you ever tried to pity or treat her 


‘differently, she would get really mad 


— she would give you ‘the look.” 

Tae also liked to have-fun, 
childhood friend Holly Brewer Kober 
said. 

“She loved to go dancing, go to 
concerts, ¢ruise around just out and 
about, or just simply hang out with 
friends,” Kober said. “Tae always 
lived life to the fullest and always 
wanted to have a good time.” 

Two days before her unexpected 
death, a benefit event was held to 
help Tae with her medical costs. At 
that time, Robbins said, Tae had 
achieved all of her lifetime goals but 
two -— marriage and having a baby. 
She had already graduated from 
business college, secured employ- 
ment, purchased her own home and 
had her own car. The proceeds from 
the benefit were to help buy a van 
with special controls for Tae’s 
motorized chair. The funds have since 


“been used to help pay funeral 


expenses. 

“The benefit was so weird,” Deb 
Robbins said. “We knew Tae had a 
cold, but was not sick-sick. Looking 
back, (the benefit) was like a final 
farewell party. She was so happy.” 

Tae was happy to see so many 
friends she hadn’t seen for a while. 
More than 300 attended the event at 
Ponderosa Steak House in Auburn. 

Her family had seen her much 
sicker, so her death came as a 
surprise. 

“It was shock when she passed,” 
Deb Robbins said. 
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Recent health setbacks caused Tae 
to be in a lot of pain, and her weight 
hovered at 65 pounds. Her frame was 
shrinking and her organs were 
becoming compressed, leaving her rib 
cage resting on her pelvis. 

“I told her a couple weeks earlier, 
‘If you don’t straighten up, you’ IL 
have to come home,” Deb Robbins 
said of Tae’s health. 

“Tae told her sisters she was not 
going back home. ‘I’m dying in my 
own house, in my own bed,’ she told 
them. That's what happened,” 
Robbins said. 

Robbins later learned Tae was 
concerned that if she died in her 
parent’s home, they would not be able 
to continue to live there, 

“It’s just amazing. She knew me 
and dad. She was very right.” 

Tae often would send letters, e- 
mails and cards to friends to let them 
know she was thinking about them, or 
call or text to say, “Hi, ?’'m thinking 
about you. | miss you and love you,” 
according to-Holly Kober. “Tae... 
taught me how to love uncendition- 


‘ally and full-heartedly. She made me 


a better person just by being her , 
friend.” : 

Arin Grissam is now the mother of 
two young sons. The older is autistic 
with low muscle strength. Her other 
son has a cleft palate and hearing 
loss. 

“When I get frustrated or start to 
feel sorry for myself, [ think of Tac. 
She never stopped smiling or 
complained,” said Grissam. 

“She has been a big help to remind 
me what was important. I love her for 
that.”

HAMILTON — Dean Harger may 
have been a hard man for many to get 
to know, but behind the gruff exterior 
of the longtime owner of Harger’s 
Meats was a man who loved his 
family, his church and his 
community. 

Harger, 79, died March 2 after a 
number of long illnesses. 

“Dean was my best friend,” his 
wife, Donna, said. “I felt like he was 
a really smart business person, and 
everyone respected his opinion.” 

Donna said her husband was 
particularly proud of his children’s 
time in Hamilton Community 
Schools. 

“He was a big backer of Hamilton 
schools. He always supported the 
administration, which doesn’t always 
happen in a small town. Whenever 
there would be a need for anything, 
like a fundraiser, he would always 
donate his time.” 

Daughter Suzie Tyler agreed. 

“T think he was very proud that all 
of his children attended Hamilton 
schools,” Suzie said, “and seeing his 
children be successful in different 
fields, business, education and 
medicine. He taught us a strong work 
ethic.” 

“And now the grandchildren have 
that,” Donna interjected. “Whenever 
one of the kids would say they 
wanted a car, he’d always say, ‘How 
many hours do you want?’” 

“We all took our turns,” son Jim 
Harger said. 

While all the children worked at 
the butcher shop at one point or 
another, there really was never any 
pressure to make that a career choice, 
said Jeff Harger, who took over the 
business after his father retired. 

“If you found something else you 
wanted to do, no problem, so long as 
you worked,” he said. 

Donna said it was also extrememly 
important for her husband that his 
family be involved in church activi- 
ties, even if he wasn’t for a long time. 

“He never was able to attend 
church until after he retired,” 
daughter Anita Jo Harger explained.

‘He had to open the shop.” 

Still, Sundays were special. 

“That was the only day we could 
have breakfast together,” Tyler said. 
“We always had dinner together. But 
on Sundays, he would always holler 
at us to get dressed and come down 
for breakfast, so we'd always be 
dressed and ready for church.” 

Harger eased his way into retire- 
ment, Jeff said, as he and Donna 
spent a little more time each year at 
their winter house in Florida. 

“After retiring, he did a lot of 
fishing, golf and woodworking,” 
Donna said. 

That last hobby produced a lot of 
furniture and some rocking-horses for 
their great-grandchildren. It also 
produced an ironic accident, Jo said. 

“He never cut himself in all those 
years of butchering, but when he 
started woodworking he cut his finger 
off, working on a manger scene,” she 
explained. 

Harger always had family around. 
The family property outside Hamilton 
is the home of several children, and

was the scene of thousands of 
memories during the summers around 
a private lake, referred to by some as 
“Hamburger Lake,” built on the 
property. 

The Harger “city cousins,” coming 
from places like Dayton, Ohio, or 
Cleveland, would visit during the 
summer to get taste of life in the 
country. 

“They still enjoy it today and 
bring their kids,’ Donna said. 

While Harger worked hard at the 
butcher shop, he always made time to 
see his children’s sporting events. 

“We worked hard, but if there was 
a sporting event, we were there,” 
Donna said. 

She and Dean would eat sweet 
cherries on the way to events, she 
said, “I’m surprised there’s not a row 
of cherry trees from here to 
Hicksville.” 

“We just all know what a great 
person he was,” Tyler said. ”’The 
outpouring of friends just reaffirmed 
that for us. It made you realize how 
other people feel that way, too.”

WOLCOTTVILLE — “She’ll be 
looking down from heaven each 
Christmas to see the Christmas 
lighting display,’ said Walt Guenin. 

His late wife Sharon Guenin 
looked forward to the Christmas 
holiday every year because that was 
when the Guenins turned on their 
outdoor display of thousands of 
colorful twinkling lights at their home 
that attracted onlookers from the tri- 
state area. 

In November last year she 
carefully supervised the set-up of their 
huge collection of lighted Christmas 
displays she and her husband Walt 
donated to the Mid-America 
Windmill Museum at 732 S. Allen 
Chapel Road, just east of Kendall- 
ville. 

It was the last Christmas season 
she would see the display she lovingly 
assembled with her husband. Sharon 
Guenin, 67, passed away on Feb. 27. 

“She was a wonderful lady,” said . 
Pam Younce, a long-time member of 
the museum’s board of directors. “For 
her and Walt to donate that display to 
the museum was just overwhelming.’ 

Younce got to know the Guenins 
personally and spent two days a week 
visiting with them until Sharon passed 
away. “She wanted to make people 
happy. That’s why she liked 
Christmas so much.” 

Younce remembers Sharon Guenin 
supervising the set up one day. “Walt 
and the volunteers had put up a horse 
and carriage display and thought they 
had arranged properly.

The Guenins’ collection—which 
they added to every year for 30 
years—included more than 150

Some of 
them, such as the teeter-totter and 
Silent Night chapel, were specially 
made for the Guenins.

It was his wife’s idea to donate the 
Christmas displays to the museum 
when they decided they were getting 
too old to put them up every year. 
“We had visited the museum and got 
to know one of the volunteers, Betty 
Lange. She told us about the 
museum’s winter festival and Sharon 
said we should give the displays to 
the museum,” said Walt. 

Younce said she was glad Sharon 
got to see the display as part of the 
museum’s illuminated winter wonder- 
land before she died. “When we put 
up the lights and displays each 
Christmas, we >I be thinking about 
Sharon.” 

Guenin was a homemaker who 


spent a lot of time and loved Atwood 
Shores Lake Campground in 
Wolcottville. Her husband works 
part-time there. “I promised her I 
wouldn’t sit around. I’d keep busy 
and work at the campground,” he 
said.

Terry Brammall had 


many talents, interests

ANGOLA — The traditional 
definition of Renaissance man is 
someone with many talents and 
interests. Friends and family say that 
definition pretty much fit Terrence 
Brammall to a T. 

Brammall, 60, died March 8 at 
University of Pittsburgh Medical 
Center Montefore Hospital in 
Pittsburgh. 

“He was very interested in life,” 
Terrence’s wife Nancy said. “He was 
very much wanting to learn anything 
he could learn. He just had a general 
love for life, He loved to do new 
things.” 

Brammall was an avid fisherman, 
hunter, gardener and later in life 
became interested in faceting 
gemstones, Nancy said. 

“We went to Crater of Diamonds 
State Park in Arkansas to dig for 
diamonds,” Brammall said. 

“He even went to school for 
faceting, he took a course in gem 
identification.” 

The two met while both were 
students at Tri-State University. 
Brammall’s love for diverse subjects 
was evident even then, Nancy said. 

“He belonged to the sports car club, 
the debate team and all the 
engineering clubs,” she said. 
Brammall worked while going to 
school, and managed to fit in all the 
work and club activity he could, she 
said, “He just made the hours.” 

The couple’s love for wildlife led 
them to donate 50 acres of land along 
Pigeon Lake and the Pigeon River to 
to ACRES Inc. to create the Terry and 
Nancy Brammall Nature Preserve, 
which is east of Angola on U.S. 20. 

Friend Tom Hattield said 
Brammall’s love of learning even 
extended to some unexpected periods. 
Hatfield worked as a salesman for a 
company that sold machines to 
Brammall’s company, Trans Guard 
Industries. 

“We just started talking about 
hunting, and that turned into a friend- 
ship,” Hatfield said. “We ended up 
hunting together for 10-15 years.” 

On some hunts, however, 
Brammall’s mind seemed to be 
elsewhere, Hatfield said. 

“I’m a very serious deer hunter, and 
so I'd be carrying only what I needed 
for the hunt. Terry would have 
knapsack full of books. There'd be 
times when he’d be reading in the tree 
stand.” 

Hatfield said. Brammall’s mind 


allowed Brammall to do things others 
couldn't. 

“He was amazing. When | met him 
he was just starting Trans Guard. As 
we'd introduce new models we'd have 
alot of machines that we realized 
were past their prime. He’d buy those 
and he would strip the machines down 
and you'd see them later on and they 
would be all painted and he’s making 
new parts.” 

Sometimes, Hatfield said, 
Brammall could get over his head on 
some projects. 

“As brilliant an engineeras he was, 
he had this attitude that he could do 
everything,” Hatfield said. “He got 
himself into a lot of fixes where he’d 
get in over his head. He was 
sometimes one of those absent-minded 
professor types.” 

Tony Smith of Smith Enterprises 
worked with Brammall for many 
years, 

“When he was at Trans Guard he 
was buying tires from me. Then, he 
helped me when I was opening up a

wheel business. He built equipment 
for me,” Smith said. “We just became 
closer and became friends.”

Bahamas,” Davis said. “He had an 
adventurous personality.” 

Nancy said her husband had to 
leave his company after 2000 after he 
discovered he required a multi-visceral 
transplant. 

“That didn’t keep his mind from 
working, even if physically he wasn’t 
able to pursue the things he wanted to 
do,” she said. 

Davis said he thought that his 
father knew that he wouldn’t have as 
much time as other people, so he did 
his best to fit in everything he could 
into the time he had. 

“He didn’t know when his time 
was going to come,” Davis said. “He 
never let his illness effect what he was 
going to to pursue.”

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Terry Adams overcame obstacles

ANGOLA — Terry 
Adams’ life was about two 
things, her family said, 
overcoming obstacles and 
helping others overcome 
their own, 

Adams, 61, died April 9, 
in Angola. 

Terry’s husband, — 
Norman Adams, said his 
wife was a survivor of 
abuse while growing up in 
West Virginia. 

“Because of that, she 
became an advocate for 
other people who'd been 
abused,’ Norman Adams 
said. 

Adams helped to 
establish the Community 
Anti-Violence Alliance in 
Angola, where she'd also 
worked as a counselor. 
Norman Adams said she’d 
also worked as a crisis 
counselor as a part of a 
ministry at the couple’s 
church, First Congrega- 
tional United Church of 
Christ in Angola, as well as 
with a rape crisis center in 
Fort Wayne. Her son, Scott, 
said he remembered a 
number of occasions when 
his mother would be 
traveling with him on the 
way to counsel a woman in 
trouble. 

“It was about her getting 
into the nitty-gritty and 
helping people,” Scott 
Adams said. His brother, 
Chip, agreed. 

“She was very social- 
justice oriented?’ Chip 
Adams said. “She was 
really kind of a conscience 
for people.” 

As a child, Terry was 
stricken with polio, which 
Jed to a number of 
surgeries on her legs, 
Norman Adams said. 

“T don’t know how 
many surgeries, but it 
sealed the rest of her life, 
because one leg didn’t 
deyelop correctly,” he ~ 


explained. “That led to 
curvature of the spine, 
scoliosis.” That ultimately 
led to a major back surgery, 

Though she was in pain 
for much of her life, that 
didn’t deter her, Scott 
Adams said, 

“A big factor when I 
chose to live in a dorm my 
freshman year at Purdue 
was to find a dorm with 
handicap-accessibility,” he 
explained. “But on 
freshman move-in day, we 
soon realized that the 
elevator was broken. My 
room was on the fourth 
floor. So she hiked up the 
four flights on her crutches 
and then back down. I just 
found that to be truly 
remarkable. Her whole life, 
especially after her surgery, 
was about how to live with 
this thing.” 

Despite not being able 
to sit for long periods and 
facing other physical 
limitations, Adams didn’t 
slow down, participating in 
a number of different 
activities, from painting 
and craft work, stage 
productions, singing with 
the Sweet Adelines and 
fishing. 

“She loved to fish, 1 
think that was her passion,” 
Norman Adams said. “I 
don’t really know where 
that came from, but she 
was the one who really 
knew how to fish, | was 
kind of along for the ride.” 
He remembered visiting 
Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula on their 
honeymoon, much of 
which was spent fishing. 
Eventually, the couple 
bought the cabin they’d 
stayed in. “We always tried 


_ to get up there at least once 


or twice a year.” 

Norman Adams said he 
met his wife as she was 
visiting a friend in Ohio. 
“She'd run into an old 
school friend from junior

high, who was working as 
a waitress at a bar, who 
invited her to come hang 
out. [ just remember that 
she was one of those 
people who looked out of 
place there.” They were 
married five-and-a-half 
months later. 

Adams’ adopted son, 
Brian, who was born with 
cerebral palsy, remembered 
his mother as a source of 
strength. 

“If ever you were in a 
bad situation, she would 
always make it into a 
learning experience,” Brian 
Adams said. “She did that 
no matter what the situation 
was.” 

Brian said he was 
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always close to his mother, 
even after he began living 
on his own, “Every time Vd 
go over, she would always 
tell me she was proud of 
me. When [ met my mother 
before she died, she told 
me she was proud of me, 
that’d I'd done something 
with my life.” 

Brian said his mother 
was always willing to help 
him look for his birth 
mother, who gave him up 
when he was a few months 
old. Before she passed 
away, however, Brian told 
his mother he didn’t want 
to keep looking. 

“T told her, “1 found my 
mom, | found you,” he 
said.

AVILLA — Paul Bolinger made 
the town of Avilla a priority in his life 
for decades. 

Bolinger served as town marshal 
from 1966, when he moved to the 
town, until 1977 and was the utility 
manager from 1978 to 1988. He also 
served on the Avilla Town Board 
from 1992 to 1996. 

Bolinger died April 4 at the Shady 
Rest Care Pavilion in Fort Myers,

“He was a good man for the 
town,’ said Avilla town manager Bill 
Ley. Bolinger was the utility manager 
and, therefore, Ley’s boss when Ley 
began working at the town 27 years 
ago.

Terry Brazzell 
was the Avilla Fire 
Chief for several 
years while Bolinger 
served as utility 
manager. He said he remembers 
Bolinger plowing snow, always 
taking care to plow the fire depart- 
ment and marshal’s office first. 

“He was out all hours of the day 
and night plowing snow,” Brazzell 
said. 

Brazzell added that he considered 
Bolinger a friend, “and I think Paul 


Mr. Bolinger 
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considered me a friend.” 

He said Bolinger could be gruff if 
someone didn’t know him, but he was 
a funny person once he knew - 
someone. 

“He had one of the driest senses of 
humor,” Brazzell said. “You had to 
pay attention to Paul.” 

Brazzell said Bolinger was tough, 
but fair, as town marshal. 

“He even stopped me when I was 
a 16-year-old driver, when I was 
pretty cocky, and he treated me fairly 
then,” Brazzell said. “I didn’t get a 
ticket, but I got a pretty good lecture. 

. [knew the next time I came 
through Avilla or was in Avilla, I 
wouldn’t be screwing around.”

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Lucille Whitman: The ‘eternal debutante’

ANGOLA — If there ever 
was always present belle of 
the ball, it would have to be 
Lucille Whitman, who died 
May 2 in Angola. 

Whitman, who was 102, 
in writing a final 
remembrance of herself, 
said she “will be 
remembered fondly as the 
eternal debutante’ of 
Angola. She devoted her 
life to women of all ages 
and to women from all walks 
of life, and she was the proof 
that a woman can be 
whatever she wants to be.” 

Strong-willed, Confident. 
A sharp dresser. Witty. An 
organizer. She had the ability 
to stay young, and even on 
_ her 100th birthday she wore a 
_ backless gown. 

“Women should take care 
of themselves, stay busy and 
keep a positive attitude about 
everything from work to . 
health,’ she said in a 
document she made available 
only upon her death. 

“You know, we were 
talking about her the other 
day and we commented that 
when she passed on she 
probably had her make up on 
and her hair done up right,” 
said Angola Mayor Dick 
Hickman. 

“Quite honestly, she 

‘ probably had her eyelashes 
and her diamonds right 
there,’ added Sharon Stroh, 
president and chief executive 
officer of the Steuben County 
Community Foundation, for 
which Whitman was active. 

You name it and it 
probably could have been apt 
to describe Whitman. She 


Whitman 


was active in many causes, 
particularly if they were 
intended to help women. She, 
herself, was 
a rags to 
riches story. 

After she 
graduated 
from Brushy 
Prairie 
School in 
LaGrange 
County, she 
got married 
and had a 
daughter, Betty Lou. Her 
marriage didn’t work out, yet 
she got a divorce at a time 
when that was not something 
one did. She moved in with 
her grandfather with $1.50 in 
her pocket. To make ends 
meet, she held down a 
number of jobs, working at a 
newsstand, washing dishes, 
scooping ice cream and as a 
cashier, to name a few. 

Above the restaurant 
where she worked there was 
a beauty shop. In 1938, the 
owner, Maude Ritter, offered 
Whitman a shot at manage- 
ment, if she went to beauty 
college, which she did. By 
1939, Whitman bought the 
shop on a land contract, 
beginning of her life in 
fashion. 

“She became a business 
woman and became a 
community leader back when 
women didn’t have those - 
opportunities,” Hickman said. 

Over the next 50 years 
there were many changes to 
Whitman’s business, 
Rainbow Beauty and Gifts. 
She offered women a place 
where they could achieve a 
total look through hair 
styling, makeup and clothing. 
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The business grew to 15 
employees and included 
fashion experts. 

Eventually Whitman had 
a string of businesses and 
even her own beauty school. 
She was a presenter in 
national and international 
seminars on cosmetology and 
fashion. She served as an 
educator and consultant, — 
traveling to such places as 
Africa, China, Mexico, 
Rome, Paris, Greece, 
London, Spain and the 
Caribbean. She hosted radio 
and television shows and was 
published in national 
magazines that covered 
fashion. 

Whitman was at the 
forefront of the women’s 
movement, but said it was 
important to keep in fashion. 

“T believe in equal pay for 
equal work, but let’s stay 
wife, mother and lady,” 
Whitman once said. 
‘Personal appearance is 
important to women in the 
workforce. It has a lot to do 
with how well they do. 
Women have to look and act. 
the part. It’s all part of the 
greater reality that women 
have to work harder at 
building respect than a man 
does. I believe that’s what 
helped me to succeed, I’m 
not brighter than anyone else. 
I just worked harder.” 

And she was respected in 
the community for her drive. 

“I was thinking about how 
she was a lady who was 
ahead of her time. You look 
back at the women’s : 
movement and she was out 
there living it?’ Hickman 
said. 

While she owned 


businesses in Angola, 
Indianapolis and Danville, 
she was very giving to the 
community that gave so 
much to her, Angola. 

“She just loved being in» 
this community. She realized 
it gave her everything,’ Stroh 
said. 


* ’ Whitman was a member 


of the Steuben County 
Business and Professional. 
Women, founded the 
Women’s Fund of the 
Community Foundation and 
was a member of the Steuben 
County Woman’s Club. She 
started acontinuing = 
education program at Tri- — 
State University that lasted 
15 years. | 
“The very first time I met 
her I had been invited to 
speak at the Steuben County 
BPW meeting,” Stroh said. 
“And afterwards I was 
introduced to her. And I 


thought, boy. I said to her, ‘if 


I can only aspire to be you 
when I am 92.’ She took my — 
hand and she said, “you just 
stay vivacious the rest of — 
your life.’ Nobody ever called 
me vivacious in my whole 
life.” 

After her career she 
remained active as a ag 
commentator for fashion _ 
shows, was a popular guest 
speaker and spent time . 
mentoring girls. 

Stroh called her a “slight 
woman with a big influence.” 

“Your body is your soul’s © 
house,’ Whitman once said. 
“Your eyes are its windows 
and your mouth is its door. 
Always have the curtains at 
the windows and the door 
painted ... and be careful of 
what goes in and out.”

When paying their respects to the 
family, several recalled Ron’s firm 
discipline in the classroom.

After a certain number of warnings, 
you had to put your gum on your 
nose and stand in front of the class,” 
Nancy said.

LAKE JAMES — Harold “Salty”. 
Saalfrank worked hard to live a good 
life. And, his family said, he loved 
every minute of it. 

Saalfrank, 83, passed away on 
May 10. “He loved life, he loved his 
family,’ his wife, Maurine, said. 

Saalfrank found success in a 
number of different fields. After 
leaving the Marine Corps following 
World War II, Saalfrank worked at 
the Zollner plant in Fort Wayne, then 
went into the upholstery business 
with his own shop, Robinwood 
Upholstery. 

“He retired early, then he started 
into upholstery,’ his son, Hap, said. 
“He went to a class and learned 
upholstery, then he started in the 
basement, then the garage and then 
bought a commercial building.” 

_ Hap said his father actually had 
dropped out of high school to enlist 
in 1943, after football season ended. 
Maurine said the two were married 
after he left basic training. 

_ “He really wasn’t happy with the 
academics in school,” she said. “So

FORT WAYNE — It’s unlikely 
that many people have wedded their 
passion and their job as successfully 
as Ralph Taylor. 

Taylor, who spent 30 years as an 
Indiana Department of Natural 
Resources conservation officer, 
passed away May 11. Upon retire- 
ment, Taylor held the rank of 
lieutenant with the DNR’s Division 
of Law Enforcement, heading up 
District 2 that covers northeast 
Indiana. 

Taylor’s wife, Cheryl, said it was 
sometimes hard to make people 
understand just how much her 
husband loved the outdoors. 

“He lived and breathed the 
outdoors,” Cheryl said. “He 
understood how nature worked, the 
ebbs and flows and the seasons. He 
was always happiest when he was out 
there and he could bring that and 
capture that for everybody.” 

She told the story of a friend who 
was not a hunter. 

“Ralph told her ‘We're getting up 
tomorrow and hunting squirrels, with 
a camera. So they went out at about 
4:30 a.m. and she told him ‘I don’t 
see any squirrels.’ So he made a little 
‘all and all of a sudden the squirrels 
were all over. He did that for me on 
our first date. We were canoeing 
down the Pigeon River and there was 
a deer nearby and he called that deer 
in. He just resonated with nature and 
resonated with people.” 

Taylor's colleagues said there 
were few men better suited for a 
position. Scott Charters, of 
Jimmerson Lake served with Taylor 
as a conservation officer for 30 years. 

“He enjoyed the outdoors and 
doing the work of a conservation 
officer” Charters said. “He relished 
the public relations part of the job.” 

He pointed to the “Be an Outdoors 
Woman” campaign as an example. 

“He enjoyed getting in front of all 
those ladies and teaching them about 
the outdoors. He especially relished 
teaching them fishing. That’s what he 
seemed to enjoy most, teaching 
people how to hunt, fish to be a part 
of the outdoors,” Charters said. 

Cheryl said Taylor’s devotion to 
the program was born out of what he 
saw as arise in women deciding what 
activities children would-be doing. 

“He was one of the first people to 
recognize that with more single 
mothers you’d have more mothers 
determining recreational activities for 
their kids. It became important to 
teach those women about the 
opportunities in the outdoors,” she 
said. 

Taylor developed another program, 
the “Drive Alive” campaign after he 
retired from the DNR and became an 
Allen County deputy coroner, she 
said. 

“He was a data guy, and when he 
worked for the coroner’s office he 
came up with information that 
showed a large number of deaths 
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Ralph Taylor and his wife, Cheryl, spent much of their time fishing. 
Taylor, a former conservation officer, was an avid outdoorsman who 
fished all over the country. He died May 11. 


involving kids with drinking and drug 
issues. The program was developed 
as.a response. Its focus was on the 
parents, to give them the tools they 
needed.” 

Paul Greenwalt met Taylor in his 
role as deputy director of the DNR: 

“I first got to know Ralph profes- 
sionally in the early *70s, and then 
we became very close friends,” 
Greenwalt said. 

He soon became a part of a group 
of close-knit friends who traveled 
across the country fishing. 

“There was a core group that 
fished together every year and a 
group of guys who'd come up in the 
fall. We'd go up to Canada, the Great 
Lakes, the Ozarks,” he said. 

When Greenwalt moved to 
Steuben County, he bought a property 
across from Taylor’s near Fox Lake, 
where Taylor had a small farm where 
he planted wild flowers and other 
plants. 

“We really became very tight. 
We'd spend a lot of hours and a large 
amount of time working on that 
field.” Greenwalt said his friend was 
“larger than life. He was the 
consumate outdoors man.” 

“The Farm,” as Taylor and his 
friends referred to it, was really an 
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old cattle yard, said Phil Bloom, who 
currently is director of communica- 
tions with the DNR. “He called it his 
place for his friends to have an 
opportunity to hunt and to enjoy 
nature.” 

During the last years of his life 
Taylor definitely. got into 
wildflowers, Greenwalt said. “He 
became a self-made expert on the 
subject.” 

Taylor, Bloom said, had a unique 
ability to instill confidence in those 
he worked with 

“In terms of him as a 
teacher/mentor, he had a unique 
ability for instilling confidence in a 
person, that they could do things 
they hadn’t done before.” This 
extended, he said, beyond nature. “If 
it was how to do drywall, how to 
weld metal, he gave you confidence 
you could do it.” 

Bloom also praised his friend for 
his work on the Indiana Lakes 
Management Work Group, which 
Taylor first became involved with 
while at the DNR, and then as a 
representative of the Indiana 
Sportsman’s Round Table. 

“He was a real leader in keeping 
the group focused on the big 
picture,” Bloom said.

FREMONT — When Charles 
“Chad” Craig was diagnosed with 
cystic fibrosis in 1972 as an infant, his 
mother, Sheila Petry, was told he 
wouldn’t become a teenager. Craig lost 
his battle with the illness last month, 
but he managed to pack quite a life, one 
that touched many throughout Fremont, 
into is 37 years. 

While the life-expectancy for 
someone with cystic fibrosis (CF) has 
increased due to to better awareness 
and early treatments, when Craig was 
diagnosed, his chances of seeing 20 
were dim, his mother said. Two things, 
she said, kept he son going. 

“The two reasons Chad made it to 
37 were that God watched over him 
and that he was a runner,” she said. 

Craig ran track and cross country, 
first at Fremont Middle School, then at 
the high school. His coach, Bob Head, 
said he’d tracked Craig’s progress while 
he was in middle school to be sure his 
body could handle the strain of the 
sport. 

“I thought ‘If he’s handling it there, 
he’! be able to handle it here,” Head 
said, Craig embraced the challenge of 
running distance, Head said. 

“He was an amazing runner, 
especially for having a disease like he 
had. He just put everything into it)” 
Head said. 

’ Craig was accomplished enough as a 
runner to finish fifth at a regional 
competition in 1988 and ran at 
Manchester College. 

“He led us in workouts most of the 
time,” Head said. “He was just kind of 
an upbeat customer and he’d never 
really talk about his disease.” 

Craig's runs helped to raise 
awareness of the disease in the area, his 
mother said. ; 

“T want to thank a lot of the people 
in Steuben County who've supported 
Chad. He started out a poster child for 
CR” Petry said. 

She noted the support her son 
received from various people in the 
Fremont community specifically. 

A few years after he stopped 
running competitively, Craig took up 
pool, and did so in a big way, joining 
the American Pool Association and 
even coaching. Connie Gorman, one of 
. the co owner’s of McCool’s Tavern, 
went to school with Craig at Fremont 
but really got to know him after she and 
her husband took over the bar. 

“That's what he did every Thursday 
and Friday night, play pool,” Gorman 
said. “He was such a good teacher. We 
actually went to Las Vegas (where : 
national tournament is held). We won 
regionals with him last year and got to 
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Charles “Chad” Craig fought cystic 
fibrosis for 37 years, besting 
doctor's predictions by 25 years. In 
high school, Craig was an 
accomplished runner. Here he is at 
regionals, where he finished in 
fifth place in 1988. 


go Vegas. He was our captain.” 

Gorman said Craig took up the 
game when he turned 21, and it helped 
to fuel him competitively. 

“He was definitely very competi- 
tive,” she said. “He did not tike to lose.” 

Longtime friend Stephen Pierre, 
who played on the McCool’s team with 
Craig, agreed. 

“He was awesome,” Pierre said. “‘T 
loved playing for Chad because there 
was no B.S. He was always straight 
with you. He wanted to shoot a good 
game. He was a winner all his life. 
Even with his disease beating on him, 
he was beating it. Everything in his life 
he went after 110 percent.” 

Sam Presley, Craig’s uncle, 
employed him at his Angola timber 
company. He hired Craig after college 
and a brief stint as a physical education 
teacher, 

“You couldn’t ask for a better 
worker,” Presley said, “Or a better 
nephew. He was like a son. I can’t give 
him enough praise for the way he was. 
Anything he could do he would do for 
you.” 

Even as his disease began to take its 
toll, Presley said Craig would remain 
steadfast. 

Kristi Vandiver got to see a different 
side of Craig. The two met almost two 
years ago, . 

“We actually met on the Internet,” 
Vandiver said. “He's actually the only 
person I’ve ever really met on the 
Internet.” : 

While going through what she called 
a rough period, Vandiver went to an 
online dating site, but ultimately 
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decided against joining because of the 
fees. However, she began receiving e- 
mails from prospective dates, and one 
was Craig. 

“We talked for two or three months 
via e-mail,” she said. “We met on Labor 
Day weekend (2007). I was camping 
with my family, so it was probably 
pretty intimidating to Chad. But after 
that, it was just Chad and 1.” 

Vandiver said Craig actually kept his 
illness from her for a while they were 
together, The game was up, however, 
when Craig received a call from the CF 


~ clinic in Fort Wayne where he received 


treatments, 

“He had answered on speaker phone 
and he immediately took it off?’ she 
said. “After that he was very open about 
it” 
Vandiver said she began studying 
CE more as part of some college 
projects and was able to talk with Craig 
about his disease. 

“His whole world just opened up to 
me at that point. He was a really, really 
good man. He was very caring, and at 
the same time, very concerned about 
others.” she said. 

Most nights, she said, the pair would 
stay in, watch movies and cuddle. 

“He had an uneanny ability to read 
people. You knew exactly where you 
stood with Chad, there were no ulterior 
motives.” 

During his final months, she said, 
‘Craig concemed himself with helping 
others as a role model. After going, 
unconscious on a trip to the hospital in 
Fort Wayne in January, Vandiver said 
Craig’s first thoughts upon waking up 
were of another area CF patient. 

“He wanted to talk to him, he 
wanted to be that example of how you 
needed to take care of yourself,’ she 
said. 

He was also thinking about the two 
of them, she said. Due to finarices, the 
couple decided not to exchange gifts at 
Christmas. Things seemingly hadn't 
improved much by Valentine’s Day. 

“I got up Valentine’s Day morning 
and went into the bathroom and saw a 
gift box with a big bow. He’d gotten 
me a pair of diamond earrings. I still 
don’t know how he’d pulled it off?” 

Petry said a pair of scholarships are 
being put together in Craig’s memory. 
One will go to a cross country runner 


. {rom Fremont while another will go 


through the CF clinic at Lutheran 
Hospital, Fort Wayne, to go to a. 
student interested in respiratory 
therapy. 

Fund raisers will include pool and 
poker tournaments at McCool’s, she 
said. 

“That way, Chad’s legacy will get to 
live on,” Petry said.

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Burney was always learning

ANGOLA — Thomas Burney’s 
mind never stopped working, his 
friends and family said. 

Burney, a retired professor at Tri- 
State University, died June 24 at age 
719. 

“My husband was a perpetual 
scholar,” Sylvia Burney said. “He 
studied incessantly, even after he 
retired.” 


“He was the kind of scholar where 
he'd be into something and then go of 
on another tangent,’ Marilyn Gennett, 


Burney’s stepdaughter, said. “Then 
he’d come back to what he’d be 
working on. He was a true academic, 
in that he spent a great deal of time 
researching a variety of different 
subjects, or he’d take on one subject 
and look at it from a number of 
different perspectives.” 

Burney and Sylvia met while she 
was a student at Ilinois College in 
Jacksonville, Ill., and he came to the 
school to teach philosophy. 

“T wasn’t in any of his classes, but 
I was going to school there at the 
time,” she said. After the two married 
in 1963, Sylvia joined Burney’s tour 
of a number of Midwestern colleges. 
Burney had previously been at 
Lakeland College in Wisconsin, then 
the pair moved from Illinois College 
to Ohio State University, then four 
years later, Denison University in 
Granville, Ohio. After another four 
years, they came to Angola, 

“It was no problem moving 
around, I liked it’ said Sylvia, who's 
originally from London. 

While Burney was initially hired 
at Tri-State to teach economics, he 
also taught courses on the philosophy 
of religion and comparative religion. 
“He was most passionate about the 
philosophy of religion. I could never 
really understand why he didn’t just 
stick with that, but T imagine ‘that was 
his father’s doing?” Burcy’s father, 
William, taught accounting at the 
University of lowa for 40 years. 

Burney actually graduated from 
the McCormick Seminary in Chicago 
and was an ordained minister, Sylvia 
said. “He tried having a church for a 
year but decided he’d rather be 
tcaching.” A member of Holy Family 
Episcopal Church in Angola, Burney 
would occasionally take on sermons 
there. 

“He would bring a lot of the 
academic side into different topics, 
and bring out the differences in 
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Colleagues and family remembered longtime Tri-State professor 
Thomas Burney as a man of a spectacularly expansive intellect and an 
inquisitive mind. Burney’s wife, Sylvia, said he was particularly 


interested in the nature of religion. 


religions,” Gennett said. 

“He felt that religion was 
something that was really important 
and that it was something that had 
been a problem for many people,” 
Sylvia said. “He was interested in the 
ways that religions have changed over 
time and how it needed to be turned 
back to its roots.” 

While raising two sons (Christo- 
pher Burney of Angola. and William 
Burney of Waterloo) kept Thomas 
and Sylvia busy, Sylvia said her 
husband always had his books to 
keep him company. “The man spent 
the majority of his time with his 
books,” she said. “Sometimes when 
the boys would want to go 
somewhere he'd just say, ‘Go ask 
your mother,’ because he’d be so 
interested in what he was working 
on.” 

After Burney retired in 1994, the 
pair spent a year on a church mission 
in Honduras in 1998 where both of 
them spent time teaching. 

While he read up on any number 


- of different subjects, Sylvia said her 


husband never published, in part 
because he was never certain he knew 
enough about anything. “He would 
always think the answer would be 
within his grasp, but he was still 
searching.” 

“He was more interested in the 
learning part.of- academics than the 
publishing part,’ Gennett said. 

Mark Blaz, a psychology professor 
at Trine, worked with Burney for 17 
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years. 

“He was the nicest, gentlest man 
you'd ever meet,” Blaz said. “He read 
constantly, and he’d update each of 
his courses, unlike those who just 
teach the same course every year. It 
was unusual, the amount of work 
he’d put in.” Blaz said he was also 
struck by the breadth of Burney’s 
knowledge in different subjects. “He 
was a polymath, he knew so much 
about so many different subjects, He 
was just very interested in all of these 
different things.” Blaz, said he’d heard 
trom a number of people that after 
his retirement, Burney would spend a 
lot of time at the school library, just 
reading. 

Tom Tierney team-taught a course 
every year with Burney and Bob 
Whelchel called “Art, technology and 
society.” 

“He was a very interested and 
engaged teacher,” Tierney said of his 
colleague. “He was very well read on 
a number of different subjects. He 
was a true renaissance man in every 
sense of the word. I understand he 
was still running up until the last few 
weeks.” He echoed some of what 
Blaz had said as well. “I think 
everyone who knew him would say 
he was an extraordinarily gentle man. 
One time, a student told me, off the 
record, that he never finished a 
sentence. Because he had such a 
fertile mind he'd always come up 
with an objection or a different 
perspective on something.”

. AUBURN — A woman who 
was rescued from a burning house 
in Auburn Thursday morning has 
died, according to Auburn Deputy 
Fire Chief Michael J. Good. 

Kitty Starbuck, 58, died 
Saturday as a result of breathing 
superheated air from the fire, said 
C.R. “Dick” Alfeld, investigator 


for the Allen County coroner’s 
office. He said she apparently was 
smoking while using medical 
oxygen, 

“We can’t exactly pinpoint that 
as the cause of the fire at this 
time,’ Good said about the 
coroner's finding. Investigators 
from the Auburn Fire Department, 
Indiana State Fire Marshal's Office 


and an insurance company are 
continuing to search for the fire’s 
cause. 

Firefighters responded to 805 
Cherokee Court, on the northeast 
side of Auburn, around 10:50 
a.m. Thursday after neighbors 
reported seeing smoke and flames 
inside the Starbuck house. 
Firefighters said they found a 
handicapped woman in full 
cardiac arrest in a rear bathroom 
and carried her to the front yard. 


DeKalb EMS medics transported 
her to DeKalb Memorial Hospital 
for treatment. She then was taken 
to the burn unit at St. Joseph 
Hospital in Fort Wayne, where 
she died, 

Mrs. Starbuck’s husband, Gene 
Starbuck, was not at home when 
the fire ignited. 

Good said the last fire-related 
death in Auburn occurred March 3. 
1996, when Charles J. Bell died on

ANGOLA — Carol Howell 
brought a gentle and caring hand and 
a humorous heart to hundreds of 
Steuben County youths during her 
more than 30 years as a speech 
pathologist for the Metropolitan 
School District of Steuben County. 

Howell died July 6 after a long 
illness. 

Howell came to Angola following 
her graduation from Ball State in 
1961, and married her husband, John, 
a year later. The pair had been 
together for three years before the 
move to the city. 

“She came here for her first job, 
and it became her only 108, ” John 
said. 

Howell would travel to several 
elementary schools, as well as Angola 
Middle School, to teach, her husband 
said. Cindy Benfer was a long-time 
colleague of Howell’s in the MSD 
schools. 

“She was very good at what she 
did,” Benfer said. “You could see the 
progress, and that she was a caring 
teacher who cared a lot about her 
students.” 

Jackie Van Rooyen is a longtime 
nurse in the school district. 

“She would push her kids to work 
hard,” Van Rooyen said. “She was 
compassionate, but she didn’t allow 
her students to sit back and slack off. 
She usually got them to reach their 
goals by encouraging them. She had a 
real sense of understanding where the 
kids were coming from, and that 
they’d require different approaches.” 


Carol Howell touched many lives as 
a speech pathologist for MSD of 
Steuben County, including a 
number of teachers for whom she 
was a model of friendship. Here 
she is with her husband of 46 
years, John. 


Both Benfer and Van Rooyen said 
Howell brought an effervescent 


personality to the school, which made | 


life a joy for her fellow teachers. 
“She had a great sense of humor,’ 
Benfer said. “It was not uncommon 
for teachers come and congregate 
around her to get some laughs in. She 
was always smiling and happy.” —

Built airplanes that flew her 
future husband in Pacific

AUBURN — Despite meeting the 
man she was going to marry in 1943, 
Helen Sherer waited three years to 
marry him, so she could serve her 
country in wartime. 

Sherer, a longtime Butler resident, 
died July 14 at the age of 90. 

Sherer, a Texas native, worked as a 
telephone operator until the 
beginning cE Work World War Hl, when she 
went to work as a riveter in an 
airplane factory that made B-24s and 

B-32s. During that time, she met her 
husband, Alfred Sherer. 

One Sunday afternoon, Alfred 
Sherer and his Army buddies went to 
the Wayside Inn in Fort Worth, Texas, 
and ran into a group of women. He 
sat down by a girl named Eloise and 
started to talk. 

“I noted readily that we were not 
going to do real good,” he said. But 
he soon clicked with Eloise’s sister, 
Helen. 

“T was rattling on, and she liked 
me rattling on,” he said. 

“She was the only one who would 
listen to all of Daddy’s stories,” said 
the couple’s daughter, Tammy Foster 
of Auburn. 

The pair began writing letters to 
each other. Alfred Sherer went to the 
Pacific and flew in B-24 airplanes, 
which Helen Sherer helped assemble. 

“She was trying to make them 
good, so | would come back to her,” 
he said. 

Soon after meeting Alfred Sherer, 
Helen enlisted in the Women’s Army 
Air Corps and was stationed at 
Lubbock and Fort Worth, where she 
did office work. Late in 1944, she 
requested to be assigned overseas, 
and trained in Des Moines, lowa. 

“Even though she was furiously in 
love with me, she was still going to 
do her duty,” Alfred Sherer said. 

World War I ended the day before 
Helen Sherer was to be shipped to the 
Pacific Theater. Instead, she was sent 
to Indian Town Gap, Pa., where she 
wrote discharge papers. Alfred Sherer 
went back to his home in Haviland, 
Ohio, and attended college in Findlay. 
Eventually, the couple boarded a bus —

FREMONT — Lois 
Greenamyer made life very 
difficult for a string of 
typing teachers at Fremont 
High School. 

Greenamyer, who at one 
point was the longest 
serving newspaper 
correspondent in Indiana, 
died July 21 at age 99. 

Greenamyer, who began 
writing for newspapers as a 
junior in high school in 
1925, worked as a Linotype 
operator for many years at 
the Fremont Eagle. 
According to her daughter, 
Mary Kaye Shutt, 
Greenamyer developed the 
habit of typing only with 
her right index finger 
because she got used to the 
very different Linotype 
keyboard. 

‘Whenever the school 
would get a new typing 
teacher, they would always 
end up hearing “Why do we 
have to type with two 
hands? Lois doesn’t,” Shutt 
said. “She could do 50 or 
60 words a minute, 
accurately.” 

Shutt said her mother did all of her 
typing on the older model Royal 
manual typewriters. “We bought her an 
electric model. That lasted about three 
minutes. When she hit it with her finger 
it just went crazy.” 

Greenamyer also got to know many 
of the children of the town of Fremont 
by operating a school supply and candy 
store out of her home. “She’d buy 
penny candy from different suppliers 
and then sell it,’ Shutt said. 

Shutt said her mother was 
constantly in motion. “The old 
undertaker n town, Howard Beams, 
told her he’d have to put roller skates

ANGOLA — Kenneth Meyers 
was a wonderful salesman for 
Steuben County. 

Meyers, who helped to found the 
Steuben County Tourism Bureau and 
managed the Potowatomi Inn at 
Pokagon State Park, died Aug. 5 at 
age 93. 

Meyer’s son, Phil, said his father 
helped to instill in him a sense of 
caring about where he lived, 

“He really did try to instill a sense 
of family and a sense of communi ty,” 
Meyers said. “At the dinner table at 
home, we wouldn’t be talking sports, 
we'd talk about local politics and 
community events,” 

Phil said that sense of community 
was something he'd been taught by 
his own father, who moved the 
into the Angola area in 1926. His 
father then became involved in focal 
politics in a big way, serving as both 
a county council member and 
commissioner. 

“I think that’s where he 
got it from,” Phil said. 

After serving in World War IL, 
Meyers returned to the area, where he 
held a number of sales positions. 
Among them was an eight-year stint 
as the manager of Potawatomi Inn in 
the 1950s and ’60s. Phil said these 
types of positions fit his father 
naturally. 

“He enjoyed it because he was a 
very people-oriented person,” Phil 
said, 

Meyers helped to modernize the 
inn during his time there. 

“He got televisions for a lot of the 
rooms; very few had them at the time 
he took over,” Phil said. “Some of the 
tooms didn’t even have telephones, 
so it was quite a modernization they 
went through there.” 

While Meyers spent a great deal of 
time at work and with various 
community organizations, including 
the Angola Masonic Lodge, Angola 
Lions Club and American Legion. 
Phil said his father always took the 
time he needed to at home. 

“He had his priorities right,” Phil 
said.

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Jessy’ Gustin, 8, loved the water

GARRETT — “Jessy would just 
light up the room whenever she 
walked in,” Fred Gustin said of his 
daughter, 

Jesslynn “Jessy” Gustin, 8, died 
Aug. 3 from carbon-monoxide 
poisoning, which occurred while she 
was riding in a boat on Roush Lake 
in Huntington County the day before. 

“It was just a normal day at the 
lake,” Gustin said of the fateful chain 
of events. “Everything we did that 
day, we had done before.” 

He and his daughters, Jazmin 
“Jazzy,” 10, and Jessy often made the 
trip to Roush Lake to enjoy water 
sports with Gustin’s brother, of Fort 
Wayne, who owns the boat. 

“It was the same boat we used for 
the past five years. We would'take it 
out every weekend and hit the lakes,” 
he said. 

They would spend the day tubing, 
wakeboarding, surfing and skiing, 
“you name it,” he said. “Jessy loved 
everything to do with water. That was 
all we would do.” 

That particular Sunday, the waters 
were busy with other boaters, so 
Gustin maneuvered their boat to a 
shallow area past a bridge to get out 
of the wake. 

Five young girls were seated in the 
sume area at the rear of the boat as it 
idled in water about 3 feet deep, he 
said, 

“Ten minutes prior, Jessy was 
swimming and having a great time. 
Two minutes earlier, I was talking to 
her,” said Gustin. 

One of the cousins yelled, “Jessy 
fell in the lake and is drowning!” 

In such shallow water and 
knowing his daughter was a good 
swimmer, Fred Gustin didn’t get 
excited immediately. 

“ft took me a second — | thought 
they were messing with me — it 
wasn't like the kids not to do that,” he 
said, 

Gustin stood up and didn’t see 
Jessy. In a matter of 10 seconds, six 
people were in the lake, looking for 
her in the clear waters. 

“} want to say within 30 seconds 
~~ it felt like an eternity — I found 
her and pulled her out of the water.

And.I froze. I didn’t know what to 
do. 

“My brother grabbed her and 
began CPR. She had a pulse and 
began coughing up some things from 
lunch a couple hours before,” Gustin 
said. 

In a matter of 5 to 10 minutes, the 
boat returned to the shore, where 
friends assisted them until medics 
from Huntington County EMS 
arrived on the scene, Emergency 
workers lost Jessy’s pulse for a short 
time, and then it returned about 15-20 
minutes later, At the same time, a 
rescue helicopter had landed and 
remained on standby to take her to 


~ the hospital. 


“AIL those guys, it was blood, 
sweat and tears trying to get my 
daughter alive. They tried their 
hardest,” Gustin said. 

The pilot told Gustin to go to 
Parkview Hospital’s main campus in 
Fort Wayne. 

“We made a 25-minute trip out of 
a 40-minute drive,” he said. 

When he arrived, hospital staff 
told Gustin his daughter's vital signs 
were stable, but a CT scan showed 
massive brain swelling. By morning, 
results were the same, confirming 
that no blood was circulating in her 
brain. 
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Gustin and Jessy’s mother, who 
resides in Ohio, had chosen for her to 
become an organ donor, so Jessy 
remained on life support until the 
procedure could be done. 

“But her organs started shutting 
down and threw out some kind of 
acids that destroyed all her organs,” 
Gustin said, “We were only able to 
donate her heart valves.” 

Gustin is unable to explain why 
the boat engine’s fumes affected 
Jessy, when those next to her were 
not harmed. 

“We had Jazzy tested while we 
were at the hospital, and she was just 
fine,” said Gustin, 

“| had life insurance on Jessy 
through work, but my brother had 
begun selling insurance, and I 
actually took the kids off of (that 
policy) the month before to have my 
brother put insurance on them 
through his company —— but it just 
never happened,” Gustin said. 

The school year was about to 
begin, so he used the money for the 
insurance premium to buy school 
clothes, intending to begin the policy 
soon thereafter. 

“Who thinks their child will need 
life insurance at 8 years old?” he said 
of his decision to wait a few weeks 
on the purchase. 

Although he has no clue as to the 
total of the hospital charges, Gustin 
said his medical insurance covers 80 
percent of the cost. With funeral 
expenses and life-flight costs, his out- 
of-pocket expenses will amount to 
some $15,000 to $20,000. 

A group of parents and friends 
approached him about a benefit for 
the Gustin family to help with the 
expenses. A Web site, jesslynn- 
gustin.com, offers more information 
about the fundraiser. 

“I am grateful for everything they 
are doing for us, but [ am not looking 
for a handout. It would just take me 
longer to pay (all the bills) off,” 
Gustin said. 

Gustin is a native of Woodburn. 
He and his daughters moved from 
Fort Wayne to Garrett last fall, so 
they could attend a smaller school.

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He always saw the funny side

AUBURN — Life was a series of 
adventures to Arie VanStraten. 

VanStraten and his wife, Catharina, 
nicknamed Tiny, came to Auburn from 
Holland in 1957, as part of a displaced 
persons program, and ended up staying. 

“They loved it here,” said their 
daughter, Helen Caldwell. 

Arie VanStraten died Aug. 16. He 
was 81 years old. 

__ “He always had adventures every 
day,’ Caldwell said. “He could meet 
somebody anywhere, and he would 
come home with stories.” 

Arie began working for a local 
_cabinet maker and then worked with 
the Grabill Cabinet Co. before the 
-VanStratens opened their own cabinet 
‘company in 1963. They also opened a 

Montgomery Ward Catalog Agency. 

“They pretty much raised the four of 
us on that,’ Caldwell said. Caldwell has 
three siblings: John VanStraten, Eric 
VanStraten and JoAnn DeVenney. 

Caldwell said she remembered her 
parents once packing up the car and 
going on a trip with extra money from 
a cabinet job. The family went as far as 
they could on half the money, then 
came back. 

“He would do that all the time,’ she 
said. “He did not believe in being 

bored. That, and the words ‘shut up.’ 
We were never allowed to es those

1980s, Caldwell said, mainly so that 

they could vote on a local issue.

Even near the end of his life, Arie 
‘VanStraten wanted to ensure that he

Shankle said. .

was the maintenance man and “chief 
troublemaker.’ The pair were always a 
great team, said the Rev. Dale 
Williams, who knew the VanStratens 
through Auburn First United Methodist 
Church.

“I think she 
was everything to him, and I think he. 
was everything to her, and although it 
was never said to me, I feel that when 
Tina passed away so suddenly, I’m sure 
that something went out of his life that 
never could be replaced.” 
Tiny VanStraten died July 21, 2008. 
Arie VanStraten always was sure to 
keep things interesting for the people 
around him — he was a notorious _ 
prankster, and many of his jokes have — 


- become the stuff of local legend. 


John VanStraten remembered one 


memorable April Fool’s Day, when 


VanStraten called a local radio station 
under the guise of aDepartment of 
Natural Resources officer. He told the 
station that a tanker carrying live fish 
had sprung a leak while driving 


- through DeKalb County. He said the 


fish had been dumped into a private 
pond on a farm, and that it was open 
fishing in the pond. After the radio 
station broadcast the report, people 
took off work to go fishing in the pond, 
where they were not supposed to be. 
“He had everyone fooled,” John 
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the teenager who pumped the gas 
_ didn’t, Caldwell said. He took down 


the license plate number and called 
police. Meanwhile, Caldwell had 
borrowed the car to drive to a friend’s 
house. When she heard the car’s 
description and license plate number 
come over the police scanner at the 
friend’s home, “I drove home right 
away and parked it,” she said. 
VanStraten also played smaller 
jokes on friends. He once went to the 
library and tore out every magazine 
insert he could find to send away for 
free things using a friend’s name and 
address. The friend received a lot of 
junk mail, then turned around and, 


_ with VanStraten’s help, did it to 
another friend. 


When the Rev. Karen Koelsch 
served as associate pastor at the Auburn 
First United Methodist Church, 
VanStraten brought her many cans of 


_ food, but tore off all the labels so she 


wouldn’t know what she was going to 


eat until she opened the cans. - 


His sense of humor was apparent, 


Williams said. 


“That never really left him to the 


~ day he died,” he said. 


Williams added that, a few months 


_ before his death, VanStraten told their 
_ Sunday School class about making 


arrangements for his funeral dinner. 

“He said that the lady that was 
interviewing him was going down the 
list of questions she had,’ Williams 
said. After discussing the menu, “‘then 
finally, she said, “What will be the date 
of this thing?’ Arie said, ‘I told her 
we'd have to wait and let her know that 
later.’ It was funny to him. That’s just 
the way Arie was. He always saw the 
funny side of things.”

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Dr. Van Meter was ‘blessing’ 
to Noble County community

KENDALLVILLE — He was a 
friend to those in need — people and 
animals. 

“T asked Doc Van Meter what he 
was most proud of during his 
lifetime,” said Linda Yerick, executive 
director of the Noble County 
Community Foundation. “He said 
being able to make a good living by 
hard work and then years later being 
able to share that with so many 
organizations and people in need.” 

Noble County lost one of its most 
community-minded and former 
citizens this month, 

David Van Meter Jr., D.V.M., 86, 
of New Haven, and formerly of 
Albion, died Saturday, Sept. 5, 2009, 
in the presence of his family at Fort 
Wayne Visiting Nurse and Hospice 
Home. 

Dr. Van Meter was a mentor to 
Albion veterinarian Dr. Richard 
Carmien. 

“As a new graduate joining Dr. 
Van Meter’s practice, he welcomed 
me to town like his son,” said 
Carmien. “I enjoyed many evening 
meals in the Van Meter household. 
He imparted his practice philosophy, 
his approach to dealing with people, 
his economic attitude, and his moral 
ideals.” 

Carmiem remembers Van Meter’s 
community spirit. “He was loyal to 
his community and friends. Doc 
always traded practice vehicles every 
four years, and always traded through 
the dealership of his friend Ernie 
Leatherman. Other purchases were 
made locally when possible.” 

Van Meter graduated from 
Michigan State College of Veterinary 
Medicine where he later served on 
the Alumni Board. He practiced 
veterinary medicine from 1951-1993 
in Kentucky, Wakarusa and Albion. 
He chaired the State Board of Animal 
Health for nine years, was named 
Veterinarian of the Year in 1981 and 
received the Sagamore of the Wabash 
in 1986. 

He helped establish the Noble 
County Humane Society and served 
the society until his retirement. 
Longtime Noble County Humane 
Society member and officer Sue Abbs

Yerich remembers in the early 
1990s when the idea of a new type of 
foundation called a community 
foundation came to light. Dr. Van 
Meter was one of the first Noble 
County leaders to step forward to 
help. “Doc was not afraid to ask the 
tough questions and was eager to 
share the story with others in the 
county about the Noble County 
Community Foundation,” she said. 
“He was such an inspiration by being 
such a giving person.” Dr. Van Meter 
gave of his time and his many talents 
by serving as a founding board 
member of the Noble County 
Community Foundation from 1991- 
1993. 

Dr. Van Meter and his wife, 
Alvena, created the first charitable 
remainder unitrust through the 
foundation in 1993, That same year 
the Albion Rotary named a scholar- 
ship fund to honor the Van Meters, 

In 2007, the community founda- 
tion created the Noble Legacy 
Society for those who plan to leave 
gift and legacy through the founda- 
tion to the charity or fund of their 
choice. The Van Meters were the first 
members. Yerick recalls Dr. Van 
Meter remarking about their gift, 
“We thought it only proper to add to 
this fund through the community 
foundation and leave our legacy so

These 
customers and clients in Noble 
County have helped put bread and 
butter on our table for 33 years, how 
could we not leave a legacy.”

He was a 
member of MSU President’s Club, 
IVMA, Nobie County Extension 
Commnittee, Albion Legion Post 246 
and Albion Local Development 
Board.

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Collins loved to help people 


Served four years as 
DeKalb commissioner

AUBURN — Former DeKalb 
County Commissioner Herman 
Collins spent most of his life helping 
people — both as an elected official 
and as a friend. 

Collins died Sept. 16 at the age of 
88. 

“T know my father always liked to 
do things for other people,” said his 
son, David. “He was a service- 
-oriented-type person.” 

“Herman was very conciensious of 
the needs of the people and was 
always desirous of the needs of the 
people,” said Frank Laub, who served 
with Herman Collins as a county 
commissioner from 1968 to 1970. 
Collins was a commissioner from 
1966 to 1970. 

Laub remembers that Collins was 
elected with a large vote on the east 
side of the county, where he lived. 

“T think that is a tribute when you 
run especially good in elections with 
your home vote,” Laub said. 

David Collins remembers his 
father helping a family from the 
Canary Islands while he was a county 
commissioner. 

“He helped them get citizenship so 
they could stay here,’ Collins said. 
“It’s a pretty big thing. Back in the 
00s you didn’t hear too many people 
doing that.” 

Collins said he always asked his 
father why he was always helping 


people. 

“Tt just gave him satisfaction to 
help people. That’s what he was all 
about,” Collins said. 

One of the biggest issues Herman 
Collins and the other commissioners 
worked on during Collins’ term was 
getting EMS service in place at the 
hospital, Laub recalls. 

“I’m not sure that that was 
completely accomplished during 
Herman’s term or not, but I think it 
was, and if it wasn’t it was dealt with 
and worked with at that time,’ he 
said. “Before that, the ambulance 
service was provided by undertakers, 
which was not a very desirable way 
to have it. That would be one big step 
that was made at that time.” 

In addition to serving as a county 
commissioner, Herman Collins also 
served on the Union Township 
Advisory Board and as Union 
Township Trustee. He worked for the 
Auburn Soft Water Co., House of 
Spirits, and the ESI Security Co. 
working at New Millennium Building 
Systems in Butler. He also was a 
member of St. Mark Lutheran Church 
in St. Joe, Moose Lodge 566 of 
Auburn, the Fraternal Order of Eagles 
in Butler and American Legion Post 
97 in Auburn. 

David Collins said his father got 
into the American Legion through the 
Sons of the American Legion. He was 
not a veteran, but his father, Charles, 
was. 

“My dad had flat feet,’ David 
Collins said. “At that time, my 
grandfather was very gravely ill and 
they needed him at home to help take 
care of the family.”

Collins said that what he best 
remembers about his father was how 
well-liked he was by a wide range of 
people. Even at his funeral, he was 
struck by how many people from 
different age groups knew and liked 
Herman Collins. 

David Collins said one family 
approached him and told him that 
they always told Herman Collins that 
“if they could, they would give him 
the world, because they felt that 
much about him.” Instead, the family 
got a star named after him. 

“Tt touched me that they would 
think that much about him to do that. 
He was just liked by a lot of people,” 
David Collins said. “He helped a lot 
of people. He was just a good all- 
around guy. Just a nice person.”

Cary returned to Angola 
after serving in the Pacific 
during World War II, he 
began a life of service to 
his community and his 
fellow veterans.

Cary met his wife, 
Ardith, through Ardith’s 
cousin, a classmate of 
Cary’s. 

“We got to know each 
other when I worked at my 
aunt’s restaurant in Angola,’ 
Ardith said. 

After getting out of the 
service, Cary came home to 
Angola, originally working 
as a mechanic, as he had in 
the service. He then took a 
job as a clerk at the post 
office. “he worked his way 
up,’ Kevin said. Eventually, 
Cary became a rural carrier.

MONGO — Mary C. Bowman was 
strong in her faith. 

Mrs. Bowman, 57, of Mongo, lost 
her eight-year battle with ovarian 

sancer on Aug. 26 at her residence. 
She left behind her memories with 
those whose lives she touched. 

Her obituary lists her as a 
homemaker and baby sitter. But she 
was much more than that. She was 
very active in the community and a 
powerhouse of faith and love, Mary 
looked and searched to find the good 
in everyone. It was because of her 
generosity and caring for those 
around her that she was named 
Mayor of Mongo of 2005. She also 
won the Pigeon RiverFest pie bake- 
off, 

Her family remembers some of her 
most often-used life quotes. They 
included: “Life is what you make of 
it;” “Don’t expect anything you are 
not willing to work for;” and “Protect 
and love your Lord, family and 
friends.” 

Mary was strong in her faith and 
her dedication to children was felt in 
the church. She served the congrega- 
tion as a Sunday school teacher, youth 
choir director, youth group leader, 
Vacation Bible School teacher, 
Christmas program coordinator, 
nursery worker, mission coordinator 
and junior church teacher. 

Mary was faithful in the Mongo 
United Methodist Church, but also 
took her faith into her everyday life to 
those she met. 

“Jesus is the light of the world, She 
was a beacon. She was my sister-in- 
law, but she was my sister in Christ,” 
said John D, Bartlett, pastor of the 
Mongo United Methodist Church 
where Mary Bowman attended. “She 
lived one day at a time and was 
grateful for every day she had. She 
never complained and kept everything 
to herself, even though she suffered 
with cancer for eight years.

The chemo 
affected her kidneys, and when she 
was put on dialysis, they stopped the 
chemo. At church, she treated the kids 
like her own. 

“She was certainly big-hearted, She 
was the extended family that the 
church is supposed to be. If 1 could be 
anything like her, I would. She lifted 
everybody’s hopes and spirits,” pastor 
Bartlett said. 

“We shared some tough times 
when there was no work in the late 
*70s and early *80s, but she always 
found enough that our kids never 
knew we were struggling,” said 
Mary’s friend and husband of nearly 
40 years, Duane. “We have shared a 
lot more of great times, though. 
Family time was always her favorite, 
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Duane and the late Mary C. Bowman 


whether we were at a ball game, 
church or a picnic in the backyard. 
Mary’s favorite place to camp was 40 
yards from our front door in our own 
backyard. We chose to have our 
children carly in life, so we could 
grow up together.” 

And that they did, three daughters 
and two sons-in-law, Shanon and 
Jamie Staton of Mongo, Brittny and 
Tyler Cooley of Michigan City, and 
Nicolette Byers of Mongo; a son and 
his fiancee, Brandon Bowman and 
Suzanne Krontz of Mongo.

“I was the younger sister, so Mary 
mothered me,” said Rhonda Bartlett, 
sister to Mary, and added, “When she 
got sick, I took her to chemo. She had 
a great rapport with other patients and 
the nurses. Every time we went, she 
would take things for the patients and 
nurses. She always took a crochet 
basket with her,” Rhonda said. (Her 
basket, which contained an unfinished 
project, was displayed at the funeral 
viewing.) 
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“Over the years, we got together a 
lot. She would bring the kids over 2-3 
days a week. We did just everything 
together,” she said. 

Daughter Shanon also remembered 
her mother’s crocheting and cherished 
the things her mother crocheted for 
her family.

Becoming mayor’ wile brought out best in Thelma Beer

ANGOLA — For much of her 
life, Thelma Beer, who died Oct. 11 
in Angola, seemed content, her 
children said, to manage their family 
home and do volunteer work, and 
stay in the background behind her 
more outgoing husband, Roman. 

Then Roman became Mayor of 
Angola. 

“Mom was always soft-spoken and 
quiet,” daughter Martha Crooks said. 
“tt (being first lady of Angola) kind 
of brought it out of her a little more. 
She was always proud of dad and his 
achievements. Family was always 
first, then friends after that. The 
people close to her were very 
important.” 

“I think she easily followed Dad’s 
lead, he was so outgoing,” daughter 
Sarah Lane said. 

Crooks said her mother would 
often say that she and Roman were 
simply different kinds of people. 
““That’s where Roman and I were 
different,” Thelma would say. 
““Roman is a type-A person, and ’'m 
a type-D person. I move slowly and 
speak slowly. He’s always six steps 
ahead of me.’” 

The children said that their 
mother blossomed through her work 
on various boards and as a 
volunteer. Beer served as head of 
the building committee at what was 
then known as Shelter Ministries, 
now RISE Inc., which helped to 
build the organization’s current 
facility. She served for many years 
and in many different capacities at 
_ St. Anthony of Padua Catholic 

Church, and as a member of the 
hospital auxiliary at Cameron 
Memorial Community Hospital. 

“T think volunteering at the 
hospital brought her out a little 
more,” Lane said. “She really enjoyed 
it. It gave her a sense of purpose, and 
she saw a lot of people. She initiated 
a lot of contacts that way.” 

“She loved reaching out to people, 
she was always a people person,” 
Crooks said. 

Daughter Ruth Wappes said she 
wasn’t sure her mother really 
‘tinderstood how many-people she had 

“touched if her community through 
her volunteer work. 


Thelma Beer valued her family 
above all things. With her are her 
children and their spouses, Sarah 


“She was always busy,” Wappes 
said. “I don’t think she had an idea 
the amount of lives she touched or 
the amount of love and respect the 
people of the community had for her. 
She was someone a lot of people 
could confide in and could be sure 
that what they said would go no 
further. And the advice she would 
give people would be what they 
needed to hear, not what they wanted 
to hear. It was the same way with us. 
She would always keep us in her 
prayers, she was just a really neat 
lady.” 

Wappes said her mother was ¢ 
person of extraordinary faith, and 
served as a role model for many 
along their faith journey as a 
catechism teacher at the church. She 
would also prepare meals for funeral 
services at the church, creating a 
menu hat is still in use at the church 
today, Wappes said. “She was a 
wonderful role model of how to be a 
good person and a good mother.” 

Lane remembered instances 
where, like many Catholics, her 
mother would say a prayer to St, 
Anthony to help in finding some lost 
item.

Mom 
would always have a hot dinner at 6 
p.m. Everyone shared things about 
their day.” 

During summers, especially, 
Thelma would always promise a trip 
to the lake to swim if the children 
finished their household chores, they 
said. 

As Roman’s health deteriorated — 
he died in 2007 — all of Beer’s 
children say Thelma really became 
the public face of the family.

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A library for the children 


Coralyn Greentield helped create kids’ own department

AUBURN — Children who love 
to visit Eckhart Public Library have 
Coralyn Greenfield to thank for 
helping get them their own space. 

“She enjoyed the children,” said 
Sirleine Smith, a librarian who 
worked with Greenfield. “She was 
always willing to help, and was there 
when the children needed her. She 
just associated with the children 
well.” 

Greenfield died Thursday, Oct. 29, 
at the age of 86. 

After working at Rieke Corp. in 


the early 1940s, Greenfield became a 


librarian at Eckhart Public Library 
and stayed there for 25 years. She 
retired in 1984, but her influence 
still lives at the library in the 
children’s department, which she 
helped found. 

“She was gracious and enthusiastic 
about discussing library programming 
and events, especially those related to 
the children’s department at Eckhart 
Public Library,” wrote current library 
director Janelle Graber, who visited 
with Greenfield often. “Her contribu- 
tion as co-founder of the Eckhart 
Public Library’s children’s depart- 
ment was significant, and that legacy 
lives on.” 

Greenfield saw potential in a 
storage area in the basement of the 
Eckhart Public Library, said her son, 
David Greenfield. At the time, the 
“children’s department” at the library 
was a table and a few bookcases on 
the first floor, he said. 

“T think it was in the summertime 
that we went down and cleaned a lot 
of that up,” he said. “It was a big 
improvement. They had their own 
space that way. They weren’t 
bothering adults who were trying to 
read the newspaper.” 

Coralyn Greenfield then managed 
the children’s department until she 
retired. 

“She had concern for the children. 
A lot of the kids went to our church,’ 
the Auburn Presbyterian Church, 
David Greenfield said. “She’d worked

in a factory, and she didn’t like that, 
so I think it was a different thing for 
her to try, and she was good at it.

Coralyn Greenfield loved her job

then would take him with her after 
work to collect overdue book fees 
from people who owed money to the 
library. 

“Some of these people didn’t have 
the money or whatever, but she would 
still be persistent in trying to collect 
the money, even though she wasn’t 
on the clock,” he said. “To maintain 
the library, you had to pay the fees if 
you couldn’t get the books back on 
time.” 

“She took the children on walks 
downtown,” Smith said. “She would 
have parties for the children in the 
children’s department. You just knew 
she was there, and she was very 
conscientious of her job, and she 
loved it and she showed her joy. It 
was a pleasure working with her.”

ROME CITY — Harry Holsinger 
spent his life in business, but his heart 
was for Rome City. 

Holsinger owned and operated the 
Holsinger Market grocery store in 
Rome City from 1940 to 1979, and 
leased the buildings for many area 
businesses, including Subway and 
Oak Tree Family Restaurant in Rome 
City, and the Family Dollar, Ace 
Hardware and Dari Point Restaurant 
in Ligoner. 

Holsinger died Sunday, Nov. 15, 
at the age of 90. 

“T think, basically, he was just 
part of Rome City forever, his whole 
life?’ daughter Karen Sue Richmond 
said. 

Harry Holsinger was born in 
Rome City in 1919 and spent his life 
there. He met his wife, Lucille, at 
Rome City High School after she 
moved there from Fort Wayne as a 
sophomore, The couple married Sept. 
17, 1939: 

“They were married 70 years on 
the 16th of September,’ Richmond 
said. “They were partners in 
everything they did. Where you saw 
Dad, you usually saw Mom.” 

Harry Holsinger attended Purdue 
University with hopes of becoming 
an electrical engineer, Richmond 
said. 

“He was so determined in his 
education,” she said. “He hitchhiked 
back and forth to Purdue.” 

However, when his father Neil, a 
grocer, died of a heart attack, Harry 
and Lucille Holsinger took over the 
family store and operated it for 39 
years. Harry Holsinger also worked at 
General Electric, and Lucille 
Holsinger would help run the grocery 


store and close up each night, said his 
daughter-in-law, Kathy Holsinger. 

“Hand-in-hand, they worked very 
hard,” she said. “He worked several 
jobs at a time.” 

Harry Holsinger also was a Noble 
County commissioner for three terms 
and a Rome City 
volunteer firefighter 
for 39 years. He 
was a member of 
the Rome City 
Lions Club and the 
Rome City United 
Methodist Church, 
too. 

“He was strictly 
a people person,” 
his son, Don 
Holsinger said. “He enjoyed helping 
people, but he didn’t want to be 
recognized for that.”

Ryan Zimmerman ‘lit up everybody's world’

ANGOLA — Although he stood 
just over 4 feet tall, Ryan 
Zimmerman was a huge presence in 
nearly every room he strode into, and 
a lifelong friend and role model for 
many in the area. 

Zimmerman, 36, of Angola died 
Nov. 4, following a lifetime of 
ailments. 

Zimmerman’s mother, Sharlla 
Zimmerman, said her son was an 
electric presence in a room every 
time he walked in. 

“He just lit up everybody’s world,’ 
Sharlla said. “He was somebody 
special. He endured a lot, but he 
always got through it. He came into a 
room and you just noticed him right 
away.” 

Sharlla said doctors were never 
really quite sure of what had caused 
her son’s dwarfism. His symptoms 
were most similar to Williams 
Syndrome, which causes an “elfin- 
like” facial appearance, but he did not 
fit many of the other symptoms of the 
illness. Unlike many with dwarfism, 
Sharlla said, her son was perfectly 
proportioned. While Williams 
Syndrome often leads to mental 
retardation, her son attended Ball 
State University and was extremely 
intelligent. 

However, it wasn’t his dwarfism 
that caused him the most pain. 
Zimmerman also suffered from 
Perthes disease, a degenerative hip 
condition that caused him to spend a 
lot of time in the hospital and forced 
him to wear braces growing up. 

“He had to wear the brace to try 
and get the bones to heal correctly,” 
Sharlla said. “But he still rode a 
bicycle and did all of the things he 
wasn’t supposed to do. Can’t just 
wasn’t in his vocabulary. If they told 
him he couldn’t do something, he 
would do it.” 

Even after both his hips were 
replaced, Zimmerman was likely in 
constant pain for the whole of his 


life, Sharlla was told by doctors. 

“He never complained,’ she said. 

Sharlla said she was always 
surprised that her son didn’t get more 
teasing from classmates at Prairie 
Heights due to his condition. She said 
that his classmates, seeing what he 
went through and how he carried 
himself, likely prevented any such 
teasing. 

“The kids who started school with 
him saw what he went through, they 
protected him,” she said. “A lot of it 
was his attitude, too, the way he 
handled himself. All of his best 
friends were big guys.” 

One of those friends was Jim _ 
Clark. Clark met Zimmerman when 
they both started their freshman year 
of high school. The two became 
friends easily, something that came 
naturally to Ryan. 

“Once he started talking to 
someone, he was their best friend,’ 
Clark said. “He never let his size get 
in the way of anything he wanted to 
do.” 

Rooming with Zimmerman in 
college brought him a new apprecia- 
tion of his friend’s way with people. 

“T was always a well-known 
person, but for the first time in my 


_ life I was just ‘Ryan’s roommate.’ No 


one who ever met him disliked him,” 
he said. 

Zimmerman lived with Clark and 
his wife a number of years after 
college. Clark said Zimmerman’s 
friendly nature extended to the 
young, including his young daughter. 
“He'd be carrying her around at 40 
pounds,” Clark said. “He’d always 
tell people, ‘Jim’s the father, but I’m 
the dad. It was my girl.’” 

Zimmerman was also a major 
presence on local baseball diamonds, 
both as a coach and as an umpire. 

“He was a sports fanatic,” Clark 
said. “If he wasn’t playing, he was 
watching baseball or football.” 

Longtime friend Jody Morrow got 
to know Zimmerman by playing 
basketball. Later on, when Morrow 
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Ryan Zimmerman made fast 
friends everywhere he went. 
Despite his small stature, friends 
and family say his out-sized 
personality made him a beloved 
figure of nearly all who knew him. 


was starting his career as a coach in 
the Orland Little League program, 
there was only one person he knew 
he wanted to help. 

“Ryan was the first person I 
called,” Morrow said. “He had a lot 
more of the intricate knowledge of 
baseball than I did.” A few years 
later, when both left coaching for a 
period, Ryan also took up umpiring. 
He even looked into umpiring 
professionally, Sharlla said, however, 
he was concerned about his hips. 
When Ryan began his own coaching 
career, he called up Morrow to act as 
his assistant. Morrow said that as it 
had been in school, Ryan 
commanded the respect of his 
players. “They respected him a lot 
more than they did me,” he 
explained. “Personality-wise, he was 
6 feet, 3 inches and went about 250 
pounds.”

BUTLER — A prominent 
couple who resided in Clear Lake 
and Auburn who were reported 
missing Friday night were found in 
their submerged car just after 10 
a.m. Saturday southeast of Butler. 

Police recovered the bodies of 
Dr. John E, McArdle, 69, and his 
wife, Karen McArdle, 63, from 
their vehicle after a passing driver 
spotted the McArdles’ car upside- 
down in 4 feet of water in the St. 
Joseph River along C.R. 42, 
between C.R. 75 and C.R. 79. The 
couple resided in the 500 block of 
Lake Drive on Clear Lake and the 
600 block of North Main Street, 
Auburn. 

Dr. McArdle was an anesthesi- 
ologist at DeKalb Memorial 
Hospital in Auburn. He also was 
believed to have served two terms 
on the Clear Lake Town Council 
and had served as the council’s 
president. 


Karen McArdle was a professor 
of art at the University of Saint 
Francis in Fort Wayne. 

While police continue to investi- 
gate the accident, Indiana State 
Police detective Mark Heffelfinger 
said he believes the McArdles were 
traveling east on C.R. 42, 

The road surface was covered 
with a thin layer of ice and packed 
snow Saturday morning. ‘The gravel 
road follows a steep and curving 
downhill slope to a bridge, beside a 
horseshoe bend in the St. Joseph 
River. 

From evidence at the scene, 
Heffelfinger said it appears the 
MeArdle vehicle may have traveled 
left of center, struck a guardrail and 
traveled along it for approximately 
35 feet. The car’s undercarriage 
struck the bridge, causing the 
vehicle to flip over and land on its 
top in a stream, which meets the 
river after passing under the bridge.

Crash claims doctor, art professor 


Jack became a doctor. He started 
his medical career as the only 
doctor on Mackinac Island, Mich., 
then worked as family doctor in 
Largo, Fla., for six years. He then 
moved to Trenton, Mich., to do a 
residency in anesthesia and worked 
eight years at Lansing General 
Hospital before moving to Clear 
Lake and Auburn to work at 
DeKalb Memorial Hospital. He 
joined the hospital staff in 1994 
and served as chief of staff in 1998 
and 2002, 

“He’s been very involved in all 
of our medical staff communities,” 
said hospital vice president Kelly 
Dunham.

“His 
talents were really excellent, and 
he was just top-notch in what he 
did.” 

Chapman-Smith said she didn’t 
work with McArdle much in 
patient-care settings, but 
remembers him helping her handle 
a frightening experience six years 
ago while delivering a baby. The 
baby was healthy, Chapman-Smith 
said, but the mother had a problem

uterus. She started bleeding 


heavily and needed to have surgery 


immediately. 

“Thad a lot of [Vs going and 
we had to get blood from Fort 
Wayne,” she said. “It got really 
crazy, and here’s this young, 
healthy woman I’m looking at, 
thinking, ‘She’s going to die.”

‘to come immediately to help the 
woman. 

“He came to the OB department 
and this man, he was just calm,” 
Chapman-Smith said about 
McArdle. “He really helped me 
tremendously, because I’m trying 
to take care of the mother and take 
care of the baby and talk to the 
family and get in touch with the 
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surgeons. I was so grateful 
for him. It gave me a chance 
to see all his skills in 
action.” 

Chapman-Smith said Jack 
McArdle made an impres- 
sion on the young mother, 
who survived the procedure. 

“The mother still comes 
into the office regularly, and 
she'll still comment on some 
of the people who helped, 
and he’s one that she 
remembers,” she said. 

Chapman-Smith said Jack 
McArdle will be missed at 
DeKalb Memorial Hospital. 
He served on many commit- 
(ees and in leadership roles 
in the hospital, and helped 
prepare young anesthesiolo- 
gists. 

“It’s going to be tough for 
the hospital, especially for a 
while,” she said. “I think 
that’s going to be a big 
adjustment for the hospital. 


I’m like everyone else. I’m 
suill in shock.” 

“The staff there will 
especially miss his wry 
sense of humor in the 
operating room,” the 
McArdles’ children said in 
his obituary, 

Jack also spent time on 
the Clear Lake Town 
Council and was instru- 
mental in getting the new 
town hall built.
